income Tax Guide 
For Farmers Used 


AUBURN — It’s that time of 
year again—time for farmers 
to be gathering information 
for completing income tax 
forms. 

Although farmers can file an 
estimate by January 15 and 
pay the estimated mount of 
tax at that time, they must 
complete a regular return and 
pay any additional tax by 
April 15. According to Exten- 
sion Economist Foy Helms, 
most farmers prefer to do the 
whole job at once; consequent. 
ly, they will be making their 
returns before February 15. 

Copies of the Farmer’s Tax 
Guide prepared by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service can be 
obtained from county agents. 
The 1961 Guide is the same m 
organization as last year’s, and 
the page numbers are identical 
so that comparisons can be 
made readily. 

There are several revisions 
in the tax laws this year. But 
the Auburn Economist says 
that county agents have spe- 
cific details on the changes 
and may be contacted for ex- 
planations. 
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New Store Hours And 
Penny Parking Begun 
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Control of Cattle 
Grubs Saves Money 


Packers annually throw a- 
Way enough grub - damaged 
meat to feed 85,000 people a 
year, And the cattie raiser is 
the man who suffers this loss. 
Cattle grubs cost the cattle- 
men of this country over $100 
million annually, Alabama con. 
tributes a large share to this 
waste. 

Bob Farquhar, Auburn Ex- 
tension beef cattle and sheep 
specialist, says that one of the 
most difficult of these pests 
to control is the heel fly be- 
cause it never bites the host 
animal. 

Bach summer the heel fly 
lays its eggs on the legs and 
underside of cattle, the special- 
ist says, These eggs hatch and 
live in the body of the animal 
through the summer months. 
Then about this time of year, 
the insects eat a hole in the 
side of the animal and emerge. 

When this occurs, cattlemen 
can use insecticides (rotenone 
is usually considered best) un- 
der heavy pressure as a spray. 
The insecticide penetrates the 
holes cut in the animal’s back 
and kills the grubs. Treatment 
should ke repeated every 30 
days, Farquhar says, 

When smaller groups of cat- 
tle are treated, rotenone can 
be applied as a one to two per 
cent dust sprinkled on the 
back of the animal and rubbed 
in with a stiff brush. 

New insecticides are now a- 
vailable for grub control which 
penevrate the hide and circu= 
late through the blood system. 
Using this method of control, 
the grubs are killed before 
they damage the hide of the 
animal in the emerging pro- 
cess. However, these insecti- 
cides must be appiied in late 
summer or early fall to be ef- 
fective. 

The Auburn livestockman says 
the first symptoms of grubs 
are bumps or swelling along 
the back or loin area of the 
animal. 


Yes, There’s Wrong 
Way to Wash Dishes 


AUBURN — Did you know 
that there is an art to dish- 
washing? 

There are definitely good and 
poor ways to do the job, says 
Elizabeth Bryan, Auburn Ex- 
tension economist Whether 
you wash by hand or in a ma- 
chine doesn’t make any differ- 
ence, but what does matter is 
whether or not you have plen- 
ty of hot water and the right 
equipment and supplies. 

Water should range from 1°90 
to 120 degrees for satisfactory 
hand dishwashing, and from 
140 to 160 degrees for ma- 
chines. Final sanitizing rinse in 
both cases should be between 
170 and 180 degrees. Deter- 
gents for dishwashing are bet- 
ter than soap, Miss Bryan says, 
because they soften hard water 
and dissolve dish soils,

Overloaded Freezer 
Reduces Quality 


AUBURN—Putting too much 
unfrozen food in the home 
freezer at one time can impair 
the quality, says Isabelle Dow- 
ney, Auburn Extension food 
preservation specialist. 

Overloading the freezer with 
unfrozen food may raise the 
temperature above zero de- 
grees—the minimum for pro- 
per storage. Food slowly frozen 
or stored above this tempera- 
ture loses its flavor, color, and 
texture, the specialist says. 

A maximum of 40 to 60 
pounds of unfrozen food can 
be placed in the coldest part of 
a 20 cubic foot freezer at one 
time. After this is completely 
frozen, which usually takes 
from 12 to 24 hours, more can 
be added, Miss Downey adds.

Rufin says that any oue of 
the following insecticides mix- 
ed with 100 gallons of water 
will control all kinds of lice;

W methoxychlor, 10 pounds of 
40 percent W toxaphene, seven 
and one-half pounds of five 
percent rotenone or one and 
one-half gallons of 57 percent 
emulsifible malthion. 

Roteone, however, is the on- 
ly one of these materials which 
can ‘be used on lactating dairy 
cows. 


Coloring Tells If 
Hen is Preductng 


AUBURN— Experienced poul- 

trymen find the culling job 
easy because they know what 
to look for when they search 
for nonproducing birds. 

Jim Hubbard, Auburn Ex- 
tension poultryman, says that 
a bird’s coloring tells whether 
or not she is producing. The 
vent takes on a bleached ap- 
pearance five to seven days af_ 
ter the bird comes into pro- 
duction. The eye ring bleaches 
in 10 to 14 days, the ear lobe 
in 10 to 16 days, the beak in 
four to six weeks, and the 
shank in four to six months, 
Hubbard says. And he adds 
that when a bird goes out of 
production, color returns to 
the parts in the same order, 


intelligence Held 
Many Sided Thing 
By Psychologists 


‘he next time a worried par 
ent asks the teacher about his 
child’s intelligence, here are 
six questions on which he’s 
likely to get a wealth of infor~ 
mation; What is intelligence? 
How is it tested? Are intelli- 
gence and taenlt the same? 
should parents be todl their 
child’s IQ? How are test re- 
sults used? Does IQ change? 


The most recent research on 
these questions is being made 
evailable for teachers to share 
with parents through a book- 
let now being distributed by 
the National Education Asso- 
ciation to more than a million 
educators. The booklet, “A 
Brie r for ents: Your 
Child's. Intellig ,” was pre- 
pared by the editors | of the 
NEA Journal. 


Not In One Piece 
In general, seven experts who 
contributed to the booklet have 
this to say: 


Intelligence is not somehing 
that comes in one piece. It is 
a variety of mental abilities 
that may be balanced in infi- 
nite ways. A successful mathe- 
matician, for example, may 
have the ability to reason ma- 
thematically, yet be poor in 
simple arithmetic. Or a person 
with a large yocabulary and an 
ability to undnerstand compli- 
cated prose, may be unable to 
express himself fluently. When 
a child’s abilities are discov- 
ered, they: give teachers and 
guidance counselors a “mental 
profile’ which is more useful 
than an IQ rating, 


A variety of group and indi- 
vidual tests are available 
which measure tasks believed 
to require intelligence, but in- 
telligence itself cannot be mea- 
sured directly. In general, 
these tests measure a child’s 
ability to learn what he is sup_ 
posed to learn in school, They 
are not a complete index of his 
brain power, nor do they show 
a full range of his intellectual 
capacity. 


There are both dangers and 
advantages to parents knowing 
their child’s IQ, but they do 
tell teachers and _ guidance 
counselors much about a childs 
progress.

Drive the tractor to a win- 
dow of the milking oa the 
specialist says,. and make a’ 
connection through the win- 
dow between. the intake mani- 
fold and the suction line of 
the milking machine With @ 
heavy duty hose. The tractor 
motor may not build up ehotigh 
vacuum to operate as many 
units as the milking machine 
pump, and one unit may be 
the limit with some tractors, 
he adds. 

A small air-cooled gasoline 
engine can also be used for 
emergency power.

No doubt there 
Will be controversies and dif- 
ferences of opinion on many 
legislative proposals. This is a 
healthy sign of democracy in 
action. There will also be some 
noteworthy accomplishments. 

These legislative proposals 
will take many forms. We can 
get a good idea of some of 
them from looking back at le- 
gislation considered during the 
short session of Congress fol- 
lowing the Democratic and Re- 
publician conventions t h is 
summer, 


Important Legislation 


A summary of some of the 
legislation likely to be consid- 
ered by the Congress in 1961 
follows: 

Minimum Wage; Attempts to 
raise the minimum wage from 
$1.00 per hour to as much as 
perhaps $1.25 hourly will sure- 
ly be made. Last session Sena- 
tor John Kennedy himself was 
most active in pushing a bill 
to cover about 4 million new 
workers with a graduated in- 
crease in the minimum wage to 
$1.25. Conferences were not 
able to resolve the differences 
between the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate ver- 
sions of the bill and it died in 
conference. 


Health, Care For Aged: On 
September 13, 1960, the Presi- 


dent signed an 
security bill.

short of including what Pre- 
sident - elect Kennedy and

The low profit margin in today's 
hog raising operations leaves no 
room for profit robbers, { 

One of these is lameness in the 
herd, A few stiff, gimpy, slow. 
doing pigs can make the differ- 
ence between profit and loss in 
the year’s swine operations. } 

Too often, farmers may be In- 
clined to take lame hogs for 
granted, But there are two rea- 
sons why this is dangerous, First, | 
lameness may be the first warning} 
Sign of an infection which can} 
cause serious losses, And second, 
lameness may be the sign of a 
chronic disease; one which nib- 
bles away at profits, but never 
flares up enough to indicate the 
presence of a disease, .—*" 


Lame hogs can bea disease danges 
sign, and a cause of lost profits. ' 


In the light of these two facts; 
farmers should regard lame hogs 
as a sign of trouble and have a 
veterinarian check the herd and 
determine the cause. Then the 
proper steps can be taken to treat 
thé disease or eliminate the cause.! 

The five most common causes 
of lameness in hogs are: ‘ 

Swine erysipelas, probably the 
most serious. However, lameness 
is a symptom of only one form of 
the disease. Erysipelas can be 
prevented by having hogs vacc!- 
nated. 

Navel ill, generally a problem 
among young pigs. This diseasa 
can be reduced by having the dam 
vaccinated before farrowing, 
Clean, sanitary quarters and ap- 
plying tincture of iodine to the 
navel and surrounding skin im- 
mediately after farrowing also 
are important. 

Streptococciec arthritis causes 
great pain and cripples hogs, But, 
if diagnosed early, it can be treat 
ed successfully, 

Ration deficiencies and improper 
nutritional balances in rations 
may cause soft bones or weak 
joints. So, a correct balance of ra- 
tions is extremely important, 

Mechanical injuries, such as 
bruises, sprains and tender feet 
also cause lameness. Good man- 
agement and good nursing care 
will clear up these problems, 


The first 60 minutes after pigs, 
eslves, lambs or foals are born 
may be among the most impor- 
tant in their lives, and in the profit 
picture of livestock owners, 

Because it is during this first 
hcur that steps can best be taken 
to prevent the disease which kills 
sO many new-born animals, or 
leaves them permanently un- 
thrifty. The disease is “naval 
ill."” 

Also called ‘‘joint ill,'’ the con- 
dition takes its heaviest toll 
among foals, with Icsses running 
to 90 per cent; however, very 
great losses also occur among 
pigs, calves and lambs. 

Here are some of the common 
symptoms which owners shoul? 
watch for: Swellings of the leg 
joints, depression, _listlessness, 


The first bour after a young ani- 
mal is horn is critical, if it is to be 
guarded against navel iil. 
rapid breathing, weakness, and 
loss of condition. The leg swellings 
often develop into arthritis, lame- 
ness or paralysis. Posterior pa- 
ralysis is common with this prob- 
lem in lambs. 

It is now possible to prevent 
some types of navel ill by vac- 
cination. Having a veterinarian 
vaccinate the dam will help give 
a measure of protection to the 
offspring. Some owners also have 
calves and foals vaccinated at 
birth. Another important step is 
to have the navel and surrounding 
area disinfected within minutes 
after the animal is born. 

Some cases of navel it can be 
treated successfully. To do this, 
the causative crganism has to be 
determined by the veterinarian, 
and then the proper medicines 
are used to eradicate it. 

Sanitntion is especially impor- 
tant, too. Clean quarters and 
clean bedding are among the key 
items. Thorough disinfection of 
quarters where young are to be 
born is also urged by authorities, 

What, then, are the three major 
points to bear in mind in guarding 
new-born stock against navel ill? 
Healthy breeding stock, good san- 
itation, and proper care by a 
veterinarian at the time of birth

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Soil Testing Takes 
Guesswork Out Of 
Use of Fertilizers

Up until a few years ago get 
ting real accurate information 
was almost impossible, But 
now the Soil Testing laboratory 
in Auburn has eliminated guess 
work in the use of fertilizer, 

Coffee County farmers gen- 
erally are doing a good job in 
soil testing. They say it’s npay- 
ing off and they are becoming 
more enthusiastic each year. 
In fact, County Agent J. R 
Speed reports that interest in 


soil testing is at an all-time 
high. 

Mr. Speed had this to say a 
bout soil testing: A soil test 
lets the farmer know how 
much fertilizer is needed to 
produce top yields; having an 
accurate soil test made saves 
the farmer on fertilizer; and 
probably the most important 


thing about soil testing is that 
the farmer gets the right a- 
mount of right fertilizer for 
each crop. And in these times 


of the price costs squeeze get- 
ting the most out of every acre 
is mighty important. 

Soil tests need to be made 
as early as possible now  be- 
cause if lime is needed, it needs 


to be put out right away, 
Supplies are always available 
at the County Agent's office 
and this week supplies for tak 
ing the samples will be at the 
following places: James F, Wil 
son’s Store, New Hope; Loui:
